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Brucellosis Testing Family Dairies 
Monterey County 


The problem the family size dairy ever present 
rural areas. Large numbers population must de- 
pend this type dairy for fresh milk, butter, and 
cheese simply because they live outside the area serviced 
commercial dairy product distribution. 

Several years ago ordinance became effective 
Monterey County which required the pasteurization 
all market milk and cream sold except that produced 
dairies small that two cows freshened within 
four months. This exception was necessary 
because the impossibility pasteurizing the small 
volumes milk produced these dairies. This ordi- 
nance gave great protection the urban population 
but did nothing for the rural area, 1945 supple- 
mentary legislation was enacted formulate program 
for supervision the family dairy. 

Under the above program became compulsory that 
all milk and cream sold the raw state from exempted 
family size dairies produced from cows free from 
brucellosis determined tests and serological ex- 
aminations approved the County Health Officer. 
addition budget was set the work and part 
time veterinarian employed supplement the regular 
milk inspection service. Later the service was extended 
all small dairies whether sales were made not 
order protect many families possible. 

may readily seen that such program does 
little eliminate brucellosis among cattle and such was 
not the intention. Reacting animals are simply identi- 
fied and segregated from this class dairies. 

The third year the program now closing and 
results have been most gratifying. The testing has be- 
come quite popular with dairy owners who feel that 
their families and neighbors are receiving very bene- 
ficial service from the county. Replacement cattle are 
much more carefully selected and neighborhood sales 
have been reduced marked degree. Very few family 
dairies now exist areas where commercial market 
milk distributed. The entire county has been covered 
twice and portions three times date. total 
1,587 tests have been made which 110, 
were positive. break down these results shows 
decline reactors found from year year follows: 
1945, 6.9 percent 1946, 8.0 1947, 3.7 percent. 

Human cases brucellosis have also declined the 
county during this period the following table shows.

the formation hospital district and 
the use existing facility, the people Del Norte 
County have provided themselves with community 
hospital which meets local needs for patients 
all income brackets. Plans are now being made ex-

county medical center and providing housing 
for county indigents. 

Sixteen years ago George Knapp Santa Bar- 
built modern conerete 24-bed hospital Cres- 
City, Del Norte County, fill what saw 
great need the people this county some 5,000 
inhabitants. 
The hospital was operated nonprofit 
tion set Mr. Knapp and managed the superin- 
tendent, Mrs. Addie Dyer, R.N. order carry 
out the philanthropic activities the corporation, Mr. 
Knapp set fund, managed trustees named 
him, all whom were nonresidents Del Norte 
County. Practically all the directors the Knapp 
Hospital Corporation were also nonresidents and 
advisory committee was therefore set consisting 
five members, all whom were residents. 

After Mr. Knapp’s death several years ago, the 
trustees the Knapp Fund decided not continue 
operate the hospital and made offer sell Del 
Norte County for county hospital. The county’s hos- 
pital had burned the previous year. The board super- 


visors accepted the offer. However, the advisory 
committee the hospital and others interested the 
hospital felt that turning the Knapp Hospital into 
county hospital would great loss the community. 
Inasmuch was the only hospital facility the 


was felt that demands made the board 


supervisors would great that the hospital would 
not available for general purposes. 

After considerable discussion the supervisors agreed 
with this view, and asked the people the county 
form hospital district take over the hospital and 
operate had been the past and care for 


the county’s indigent sick the county’s expense. 


This proposal met with instant approval the 
people the county. The election for the formation 
the district was held May 1946 and 
majority and without opposition. After many 
legal and political wrinkles had been ironed out, four 
members the old Knapp Hospital Advisory Com- 
mittee and another person were appointed the first

board directors and the district started operation 
the hospital October 1946. 

Among the terms sale laid down the Knapp 
people was the one that the word ‘‘Knapp’’ could not 
used connection with the operation the hospital. 
Consequently the name was changed 

Superintendent the hospital, Mrs. Dyer, con- 
tinued the manager and the take-over was accomp- 
lished without any change whatsoever personnel 
operation. 

Completion the organization the district had 
been delayed long that was too late obtain any 
tax money during the Fiscal Year 1946-47. Although 
the district started operating the hospital without any 
money, managed weather the storms adversity. 


Hospital Policies 

While the directors realized the responsibilities 
placed them, they were also aware their limita- 
tions hospital administrators. They therefore placed 
full responsibility for the operation the hospital 
the shoulders the superintendent, confining their 
efforts rendering such aid would requested 
them from time time. 

The first year operation would seem bear out 
the wisdom this policy. Hospital rates charged the 
general public were maintained lower level than 
the average for the State. The cost per patient day also 
remained extremely low. And yet the district did not 
have ask for any tax money for the year 1947-48. 

Although the Hospital District Law provides that 
different rates may charged patients living within 
the district and those living without, the directors de- 
cided against this; first, because the difficulty 
distinguishing between the two classes patients, par- 
ticularly the relatives visiting people within 
the county and temporarily residing the county; 
second, for the reason, that maintenance different 
rates would create greater expense the office deter- 
mining just what rates should charged the two classes 
patients. 

Rather, the directors believed that any financial 
benefit come from the operation the hospital should 
the taxpayers. The only legal way found 
this was reduce the cost the county its patients 
eared for the hospital. 

Since taking over the hospital the rate charged the 
eounty for its patients was percent lower than the 
rate charged other patients. After studying the results 
the first year’s operation the directors reduced the

county rate further percent. This gave directly 
the taxpayers the county the benefit the opera- 
tion the hospital, and these people were also the 
owners the hospital through the district, this action 
was universally approved. 

From purely management standpoint this 
extremely low rate charged the county could not 
justified, were not for the fact that the boundaries 
the county and those the district are the ‘same. 
Should this low county rate cause deficit the oper- 
ation the hospital and should become necessary 
impose district tax, such tax would paid 
exactly the same people who benefited from the low 
county hospital rate and the same extent. However, 
the hope the directors maintain all rates 
level that would not necessitate district tax 
meet the cost operation. 

result the experience during the past year 
with the district, its directors and the county board 
supervisors are now discussing the possibility 
extending the activities the district take over all 
the county’s responsibilities for medical care and 
for the housing the county’s indigents, well 
concentrating all the county’s medical activities 
central place the hospital grounds. Under such 
plan, the county would reimburse the district for 
the cost operation and maintenance. These plans 
involve the building indigent home well 
enlarging the hospital facilities. Both directors and 
supervisors are agreement that such plan desir- 
able and will put into effect, can done with- 
out undue burden the taxpayers. From opera- 
tional standpoint such arrangement may easily 
result worthwhile economies.

Consultative Boards Offer Most Hope 
for Cancer Diagnosis 


Cancer not disease any one organ the body 
and the course the disease not related any one 
part the body, because through metastasis cancer 
spread widely separated regions. this char- 
acteristic the disease which makes diagnosis difficult 
and points out the importance group consultation 
means tumor consultative boards. 

Recognizing this difficulty the diagnosis cancer 
and the frequent need for special techniques, the Ameri- 
can College Surgeon has outlined minimum Stand- 
ards for the organization such consultative boards. 
The Cancer Commission the California Medical 
Association has adopted these minimum standards with 
some modifications.* 

the ambition the Cancer Commission that 
consultative board will appointed every approved 


hospital within the State and that physicians will pre- 


sent their suspected cancer cases the board for diag- 
nosis and recommendation for treatment. The pre- 
senting case before the board way reflects 
upon the ability the physician but tends increase 
his knowledge the disease. also favorably affects the 


patient’s acceptance such diagnosis and enlists his 


cooperation and willingness follow the advice given. 
Experience has shown that where such methods are 
practical the mortality and morbidity rates are lowered 
and the salvage rates improved.
